Spratly Island DXpedition 
Several of our club members are traveling early next year to op- 


erate from the Spratly Island Group in the South China Sea. The 
call sign DXODX has been acquired from the Philippine govern- 
ment. The operation is scheduled to take place from January 6 to 
January 27, 2011. They will be traveling to Thitu Island (Pagasa 
Island). One hundred live permanently on the island. Among the 
group are five doctors who will provide humanitarian medical ser- 
vices while there. The operation is self sufficient. All supplies and 
equipment will be shipped in with the team via a cargo ship. 


SCDXC members Bob, N6OX, Charlie W6KK, John N7CQQ, 
and Arnie N6HC will be among the 30 hams that will be passing 
out QSOs from this semi-rare entity.
